Consumption of Food. 


An. interesting feature in A number ol 


recent tests of cows for buttor or milk 
products is tho great quantity, of food 
consumed. 
In sotno cueea toie state- 


ments mode have been received with 
o]>enly oxprcsBod incrodulity, oven when 
they lmvt> bocn accompanied by aflidiv- 
vits to their correctness. Regarding at 
k::wt one case there has been, a number 
uf newspaper articles to show that tho 
quantity of food stated to havo bocn 
toBfumcd each day was really tho 
(jnuntity e<xtcn in a \vecfc. Tfiere is, how- 
uvcr, nbundaut ovklcnco ot tho truth- 
(ulnc'fW of eouio o£ tbo statements of 
surprisingly large quantities oaten even 
by email Jersey cows. Great skill has 
been shown by eomo of tho men iu 
charge of tho feeding in apparently 
going to tho .hi£t extreme without ovcr- 
stoppio"- tho limit of safety. Li many 
eases the appetite of tho animal is 
skillfully stimulated by tho use of con- 
diments, by offering tho food in small 
quantities at frequent intervals, aud by 
changoe of 1'ood. 
Ck>eo watch is kept 


over the animal, the thermometer being 
frixjuoiitlv used to test the temperature 
of tho body i»nd show tho llrst signd of 
Vevcr. 


With the most cartful management 


thcro rs undoubtedly 'nn clement of 
diincrcr atteudiag very high fooding-i but 
jiassibly wo havo o\"or-c.sUmated the es- 
U:nt of this danger. 
Mti.ny animals fed 


to lay on fat aro earefMlly fed all they 
can lx> induced to consume, month after 
Tiionth, sometimes year after yeas, and 
frequently wfth no apparent injury to 
•health. Tho writer Lei-oof saw Mary 
AJIOO. of St. Lambert,'.soonafter tboclof»o 
'ot nor wonderful test, extending over 
pearly a year, during which she hud 
been highly fed, and on tho s;imo day, 
tho two nottxl fat show cuttle at Bow 
'1'ark, ono of which has boou "crwvdeil" 
since his birth, tho other moro than a 
yeav. All throe seemed in good health. 
Wnti th<.i strain on tho milK cow much 
greater than that on tho fiit animals? 
.She gavo a much greater quantity of 
'product, in her milk, than did tho 
others in accumulation of llcsb; but is 
it certain that thcro was a greater tax 
on her system? It has frequently been 
pointed" out that tho cost of tho food 
oaten by tho cow, in some reported tests, 
exceeds tlio valuo of tho T>uttcr pro- 
duced. If >.vo count the cost of tnpci1- 
int(;udcnco and of tho extra labor in- 
volved, it Is cot probable that the valuo 
of tho butter equals tho total cost iu any 
"oflicial test." It is equally truo that 
:bo cost of preparing a good many auU 
uals which have won honors at our f.it 
s'jjck shows h.ivo beer, greater than 
thoir vahw>; but there is an interest aud 
value in a.socrtoining the possibilities of 
production, and wo would not discwir- 
igc a reasonable number of tests made 
:'or this purjxwo wlthoutrcl'erericotocost

Tho Republican (lemonntratlon at Spring Held 


Saturday night was a uionator political gath.
